Tux very serious riot, which occurred at 
Chinkiang last wee, a full report of which 
we publish in another column, shows to 
what dangors foreign residents in the 
Treaty Ports may sometimes bo exposed. 
The smallost grievance, imaginary or real, 
is sufficient occasionally to enflame a erowd 
of ignorant natives, and oncea mob of Chi- 
neso have atarted a riot, they are capable 
of the wildest acts. The Chinese manda- 
rina, as in the Chinkiang case, invariably 
prove unequal to tho occasion, and tho pre- 
senca of the undisciplined soldiera they 
command, instead of aiding in the reato- 
ration of peace, praves often an encourage- 
ment to the rioters. Riots such as the one 
that happened last week, have fortunately 
uot been very numerous of late; but we 
have now and again clear indications that 
the feeling towards foreigners hus not im- 
proved to such an extent as to allow us to 
rolex any of the efforts that are made to 
defend the lives of the residents in the va- 
rious ports inChina. We do not know thatit 
ispossible, orif it would beadvisable, to have 
a gunboat at'every port, as some of our 
Shanghai contemporaries domand, but when 
such an outbreak «as that which took place 
at Chinkiang occurs ‘the inevitable gun- 
boat’ ought certainly to be despatched from 
tho nearest station with the utmost promp- 
titude. If we are to credit the statements 
made by all the Shanghai papers, there dows 
not seem to hare been mach promptitude 
displayed by the Naval officials in Shang- 
hai. News was received at the British 
Consulate on tho evening of the Sth. Tao 
British men-of-war, the Mutine and the 
Heroine, wore in port, either of which one 
would have thought would have been ready 
to start for Chinkiang at daylight next 
mornivg, The chicf engineer of the He 
roine, however, was, s0 it is said, in hoa- 
pital ; and so she could not go. If this is 
true, that hoat muat get a chief engineer who 
does not turn sick—seeing he is such an in- 
dispenanble functionary,—or else the veasel 
will be little of sorvice. The excuse given 
for hor not being able to leave Shanghai is 
so absurd, that we hope, for the credit of 
our navy, it will be found to be incorrect. 
In the despatch of the other gunboat, the 
Mutiie, which. was in no way incapacitatod, 
an unaczountable delay seema to hava oc- 
curred, us she did not reach Chinkiang 
{about 12 hours’ steaming ‘from Shanghii,) 
till neurly 48 hours after the news of the 
disturbance was received. .In the present 
instance the delay had not any serious con- 
sequences, as tho residents were safely 
taken off bya merchant steamer, but, in 
view of the threatening aspect of the na- 
tives even on the day after the rivt, it 
might. have been. quite otherwise. . ibe 
presence cf.our gunboat may not be liked 
by the proud mandarins, ond we can 
readily conceive the motives of the Cbi- 
neso official who usked that one should 
not be sent. for. But “had ~ there 
been 8 foreign war. vessel: in: Chin- 
Kiang, China. would” probably have beea 
saved a pretty round sum: of money which. 
she will bo: asked :to pay, and the local 
Mandarins some troublosome relations with 
the Imperial authorities. A : . 
Therd seems. to be still some dubiety as 
tothe cause of the outhresk. “The presence 
of Bikb constables. seema-to have. been. 
grievance. with tho hstives for.some time, 
and an-uplacky incident between :& China- 


man atid one of these covstables appears ta | 


have boon the monus of jetting loose tho in 


Gignation, while tha fermont would natu 
ally sprond rapidly during the Chinese New 
Year season. - The damage done is consider- 
able and will form a rather serioua addition 
to the financia! difficulties that China has to 
foco at the present moment, Tho oceur- 
rence is all the morv rogrottable, at the 
present moment, when foreigners were co- 
operating so heartily with tho Chinese for 
the alleviation. of the distross,in North 
China. ; .

the receut fire in the Palace at Pekin 
‘The great firo of the 17th instant in the

ings were very large; in fact, the Chinese 
say immeneo, but no foreignor has sen 
them, and itis nut yet possible to define 
the extent of the damage done except thut 
it is very considerable indeed.’ ;

—Tho Palace fires ware outon the after- 
noon of the 18th instant in moat part, but 
even the smouldering débris wero extin- 
guished hy-the evening of the 19th instant.

Since 
the 10th instant, a party of workmen from 
thy Chiian Sheng und Hsing Lung timber 
yard ty the number uf 120, havo been per- 
mitted to enter the Tai-ho Gute, to clear 
away the débris of the fire. When these 
aro cleared away, and tha Minister of the 
Imperial Household bas taken an inspection 
of the locality, the Throne wiil he me- 
morialized for pe:mission to have tho 
destroyed buildings at once rabnilt or re- 
paired, Thirteen of the guard who wero 
on duty when the fire ceeurred have beon 
handed over to the Board of Pauishment, 
ond in their testiineny they stated that the 
conflupration originated from a fire which 
some night guards had made to warm 
themselves with. and tho sparks of which, 
out of sheer carelessness, were allowed to 
eatch hold of articles near ly, and thus 
spread the fire. The testimony, of the 
guards, when fully obtained, will he om- 
bodied in a memorial for  bmission to the 
Throne.

The following extract from a letter writ- 
ten by Mr Jas. H. Coulthard, Acting Con-

barely time to fly when the building was in 
flamea, tho rioters piling inflanuuabla atutt 
on all sides. Not a boek or paper war 
saved, we beliéve, and the entiry building 
waa consumed, Mrs Manaficld jad not 
oven time to get her shocs <n, aud in thie 
plight had to fly toa place of safety. The 
n xt building. the American Coneulnts, was 
then attacked, but changing thoir ta: tics, 
the rivters did net sut firo to it beeausa it 
was surrounded Ly Cliuso houses, but 
contented themacivea with atripping it of 
everything asovable and luoting it comple- 
tely. The native military authoritica had 
by this timo bestirred themaelves so far as 
tu aend down six mere unarwed men, who 
either (rom fear or inability or symputhy, 
Shich seems more tikuly, did not-interfete 
with the work of destruction, but stuod by 
while the miscreanta were busy. In fact it 
is stated un goud xuthority that some of the 
‘raves actually tarned their uniform inside 
out and joined in tho work of demolishing 
the pruperty of the ‘ furviyn devils.’ General 
Jonoa, sud wife and child had to fly in the 
vame precipitate mauner as the residents 
in the adjoining consulate, and almost he 
whale fe sn population, which is about. 
seventy-five atthe ouside, wer in fall flight 
over tho hill, the ladies of the community 
with their children rushing feom their 
houses in the clothes they stvod in and 
having all their property at the mercy of 
the mob. The crowd then commenced to 
fire the concession in various places, a row 
of threo tow houses. recently built by Mr 
Duff, ove of whieh waa uccupied by Mr In- 
hocent, of the Customs, whoso wife was 
lying dangerovaly ill ingide, was in a blaze 
ina few minutes, and hus been barut down, 
A large uumber of native suldiers had by 
this tine arrived nnd some potty mandarins 
appearcd on tha scene, but they either 
could or would du nothing to quell the riot, 
which had now agsume] enormous propor. 
tions, the streets and Bud of the Cunevs 
sion being densely packed with a savage 
mob amongst whom a forcigner could not 
nppeat with safety. Mr Gregaon in passing 
through from the Consulate was attacked 
nnd badly injured with stones. This is, we 
believe, the ouly case of personal injuries to 
n foreigner, bue it afterwards transpired 
that Inspector Nissen had fallen iuto 
tho hands of the Chineso ond was carri- 
ed off into the city, The mub next set 
fire to two missionaries’ houses outside the 
concession, those of the Kev. Mr Bryan 
and the Rev. Mr Hunnex, which were soon 
in ashea, along with the Baptist Chapel to 
which they wera attnehed A large godown 
belonging to Paro Chevalier, containing a 
quantity of valuable property, was also burnt 
down, aud we believe another godowu was 
also destroyed. The Methodist Chapel was 
looted, and the Customa Clob set on fire 
and looted, Thy little foreigu comunity, 
after a most trying time, in which several 
ludies had hysterics, reached 2 place of 
safety on board the hulk Cadiz, where they 
remained till the weleome arrival of the 
vteamer Kianyyzi, in the evening, offered 
thom a safer shelter, ‘Tho web when they 
raw the foreigners go on buard the hulk 
swarnied down to thu river side, but the 
precaution of raising the bridge had beev 
fortunately taken, and they were unable to 
yet on buard, which they attempted’ tu do 
several times.- Tho foreizners, numbering 
betwecn fifty and sixty, were then (ransfer- 
red to the steamer, which was placed in the 
kindvst manner by the Captain and Officers, 
at their disposal. They remained on board 
allnightand next day, Anattempt was made 
iu get on shore by sumo of the gentlemen, 
escorted by Chinese soldiers und the sailors 
of the Kiangyw. They succeeded only in 
bringing beck o few valuables from their 
houses, which did not appear to have suf. 
fered in most inst neces boyond_having all 
their, windows broket, The Concession, 
however, presented a very changed appenr- 
ance, not a lamp was left standing, tho 
roada were torn up in places, the railings 
and trees along thé Bund pulled down. - 

The mub on this vccasion presented a 
auch more stroug inclination ty de violence 
to foreigners than on the previous day and 
stones were frequently thrown, In one 
scufite Mr Bean, we are told, waa captured 
by the mob, and carried a «hort distance, 
but he was su’ sejuently recaptured by the 
sailors and soldiers and put on board :.gain, 
The crowd had incrensed in dimensions 
since the previous day, and the Concession 
was‘ entirely in their hands. Tho native 
officials were going about apparently ¢ ying 
tu pacify the rioters, and the Chief Mayi- 
strate’s chair was emasbed and be himself 
roughly handled. 

It seems that while the Consulate wos 
burning about two hnndred <oldiers appear- 
ed on the acene, with fixed. bayonets, of 
which they made no further use, bowever, 
thuu to loceen tho bricks for the rioters to 
throw at the windows of other houses, :

native authorities had sent a strong body of 
soldiers upun the scene ut once, instead of 
shilly-ehallying after their wonted mauner, 
tho rivt would have bcon ensily repressed in 
the beginning, : .

ings, and neatly alt the Customs’ pe ple 
with their wives and families have remained 
behind. The reat of the community, with 
ihe exceptivn of General Jones, U.S. Con- 
aul, Mieasra Mansfield, H.B:M.’s Consul, 
Gregson, Starkey, and-M. 8. Jerdein went 
on board the Ngankin when ahe arrived,
